There is a di- 
rect relationship between dental de- 
velopment and mental development, 
and It Is absolutely essential to good 
work In schools that children's teeth 
be maintained In a healthy condition.

ents for every American child and 
that Its use be made^a pan of th» 
dally training.

The buyers In the north have been 
clamoring as one man against the 
green fruit shipments, and Mr. Stew- 
ard believes there isn't a grower in 
the state who does not realize the In- 
jury which green fruit shipments do. 
The damage this year will amount to 
thousands of dollars. 


There is but one reason why peo- 


ple buy fruit and that is to eat and 
1t Is'up to the shippers of the state to 
give 
them 
nothing but good palat- 


able stuff, he says. When a man goes 
to market and buys a dozen oranges, 
takes them home and finds they are 
green and not nt to eat, he will have 
something mean to say, naturally, and 
the next time he goes to the fruit 
stand, he will order a different brand. 
That means California business going 
-where Florida business ought to be, 
although there is no doubt that Flor- 
ida oranges are superior to the west- 
ern variety. California saves her rep- 
utation by having stringent regula- 
tions In addition to the shippers and 
growers themselves realizing the ir- 
reparable injury that green fruit will 
do to the market. The sate rule is to 
start shipping fruit when the grower 
himself wilt eat It. 


The trouble with the new law so 


far Is that It does not go far enough, 
Mr. Stewart thinks. 
The inspectors 


are not given enough authority, and 
State Inspector R. E. Rose is not giv. 
en enough authority and there the ef- 
ficiency of the measure ends. Not only 
the citrus exchange, but every ship- 
per in the state knows that green 
fruit shipments do not pay, and the 
same law should be enforced for 
erybody. 


There is also a question, according 


to Mr. Stewart, as to whether or not 
tlie chemical test is the right stand- 
ard by which tlie fruit can be judged. 
This is being investigated by Che.nv 
ist Church, of the federal bureau, who 
is in this territory endeavoring to es- 
tablish a satisfactory standard for or- 
anges and grapefruit. He has done 
a lot of work in California and citrus 
exchange men are hopeful that his In- 
vestigation here might result in a 
satisfactory 
standard. 
The present 


sugar test will probably have to be 
raised. 
Just at present the grade 


runs on oranges, eight parts ot solu- 
ble solids to one part of acids, and on 
grapefruit the ratio la seven to one. 


"It Is ridiculous," says Mr. Stewart, 


"to have to enforce the law regulating 


' the shipment of oranges, when the 


growers know and do not have to be 
told when fruit Is ripe. When peo- 
ple here are eating their own oranges 
and grapefruit, then It Is time to ship 
the fruit and if the shippers here had 
played as fair with the northern buy- 
ers as they have with themselvog, 
there would be no need of a law.

count of tbe details observed at the 
decease of the Cacique Pocorosa: 


Tbe body of the dead chief was deck- 


ed with golden ornaments and wrap- 
ped In bis richest cotton cloth*. The 
heir and principal men then assem- 
bled and suspended the corpse by cords 
InNbe bouse, placing beneath several 
pans of lighted charcoal. While U was 
drying It was watched continually by 
ten of tbe chief men, who sat round 
It night and day wearing black man- 
tles which covered bead and body.

deceased, with his arms and models 
of his canoes, was burned In Hie court- 
yard.

iority of them being dissatisfied with 
the law as it now stands. A primary 
aw should be a law which expresses 
the real vote, which expresses the de- 
sire of each voter, and which tends 
to secure for the people the best 
nominees for the general election. 


"Florida has outgrown the present 


general election law. Of that I myself 
am convinced. The growth of the state 
has been such that it is necessary 
that we adopt such form of ballot 
which will enable not only the Intelli- 
gent voter, but those who have not 
he advantages of better education to 
ake full and best advantages of the 
ballot before them. The present form 


unwieldy and confusing and does 


not serve the purpose. We should 
lave a ballot where the various party 
•andidates are grouped separately. 
The democratic party lias nothing to 
ear from the adoption of such a Iml- 
ot. because in the present age of en-' 
Ightnicnt. and the general betterment 
if the standards of the people, they 
lesiro their tickets so printed that 
liny can. with one cross, vote for 
heir whole party candidates, or vutc 


individuals in any group. 
The 


system as used in the state of New 
York, is by far better than that used 
here, and the state of Florida can we'll 
afford to follow such an example, as 
far as the form ot ballot Is concerned. 


"As for important bills which I in- 


tend to introduce as well as what laws 
I feel should be amended, and which 
repealed, at the present time I am not 
prepared to state fully my intentions. 
I do believe that very material as 
sistance should be given In aid of our 
big Industries which are developing 
the state. I believe that appropria- 
tions should be made to assist in the 
eradication of the cattle tick,' as well 
as assistance in the elimination of 
the citrus canker. I shall vote for a 
change from the fee to the salary sys- 
tem. I favor a bill which would hnlil 
counties responsible for the non-re- 
palrment of roads promptly after due 
notice had been given them of the 
bad condition of roads, bridges and 
other public structures. 
Today such 


is not the case, being only concerned 
with cities. I also believe that where 
judges are nominated by the people in 
primary elections, and elected in the 
general election, that this should be 
held sufficient. 
As It Is at present. 


the judges must be appointed by tlie 
governor. This is a fundamental right 
belonging to the people, and I believe 
a constitutional amendment to this ef- 
fect should be submitted to the people 
for their vote and approval. I believe 
the bad check law should 
be sn 


amended as to render It of use and 
value. There are a number of other 
matters which should be taken 
WT> 


and t shall endeavor to do my part 
In the developing of; these matters. 
However, the keynote of broad-mind- 
ed legislation tempered with Judicious 
use of common sense will be my 
standard."

will be held by this office until the 
teachers' reports bare been received. 
If you want your money before the 
holidays 'be sure to make out your 
report promptly and mail It so that it 
will reach me not later than Saturday, 
December 23rd. Teachers whose cur- 
rent month of school cannot be com- 
pleted before the holidays, may mako 
a written statement as to the num- 
ber of days each teacher has taught; 
warrants will be issued to cover such 
time not to exceed two weeks, leaving 
a balance of two weeks to be paid for 
at the January meeting of the school 
board.

ids oranges are superior to the west- 
ern variety. California saves her rep- 
utation by having stringent 
regula- 


tions In addition to the shippers and 
grow.ers themselves realizing the ir- 
reparable injury that green fruit will 
do to the market. The safe rule is to 
start shipping fruit when the grower 
himself will eat it. 


The trouble with the new law so 


far Is that It does not go far enough, 
Mr. Stewart thinks. The inspectors 
are not given enough authority, and 
State Inspector R. E. Rose is not giv- 
en enough authority and there the ef- 
ficiency of tlie measure ends. Not only 
the citrus exchange, but every ship- 
per in the state knows that green 
fruit shipments do not pay, and the 
same law should be enforced for PV- 
erybody. 


There is also a question, according 


to Mr. Stewart, as to whether or not 
the chemical test is the right t-'aii'l- 
ard by which the fruit can be judged. 
This is being Investigated by Chem- 
ist Church, of the federal bureau, who 
is in this territory endeavoring to es- 
tablish a satisfactory standard for or- 
anges and grapefruit. lie has done 
a lot of work In California and citrus 
exchange men are hopeful that his in- 
vestigation here might result in a 
satisfactory 
standard. 
The present 


sugar test will probably have to he 
raised. 
Just at present the grade 


runs on oranges, eight parts of solu- 
ble solids to one part of acids, and on 
grapefruit the ratio is seven to one. 


"It is ridiculous," says Mr. Stewart, 


"to have to enforce the law regulating 
' the shipment of oranges, when the 


growers know and do not have to be j 
told when fruit Is ripe. When peo- 
ple here are eating their own oranges 
and grapefruit, then it is time to ship 
the fruit and if the shippers here had 
played as fair with the northern buy 


CURIOUS DEATH CUSTOM. 


Drying and Cremating a Corps* In C«n 


tral Anurica. 


In "Central American and West In 


dlan Archaeology" T. A. Joyce d 
scribes the ceremony of corpse dryln 
which was Allowed a year later I 
cremation. 
He uses Andagoya's a 


count of tbe details observed at tb 
decease of the Cacique Pocorosa: 


The body of the dead chief was deck 


ed with golden ornaments and wrap- 
ped in bis richest cotton cloths. Th 
heir and principal men then assem 
fated and suspended the corpse by cords 
luShe bouse, placing beneath severs 
pans of lighted charcoal. While U wa 
drying It was watched continually by 
ten of tbe chief men, who sat rouni 
It night and day wearing black man 
ties which covered bead and body. No 
one else was allowed to enter tbe but, 
and from time to time one of the 
watchers would strike a series of slow 
trokes on a drum, this action being 
ollowed by n chant in monotone In 
which tbe principal actions of the de- 
eased were enumerated 
When the 


body was dry It was removed to tbe 
house of the new chief, where It re- 
mained suspended for a } ear. 


On the anniversary a great feast was 


held, at the conclusion of which the 
deceased, wltb Ins arms and models 
of his canoes. ««s burned in the court- 
yard 
It was stated I hit tbe smoke 


went to tbe place nheie his soul was, 
but tbe exact whereabouts of the soul 
Itself was not specified. 


An Eskimo'* Dwelling. 


We do not look for any great nmonn 


of inyentho nonius among the Esk 
mos, but for years they liuvc employe 
a rather complete respirator, used I 
the preparation and taking of a vapo 
bath, as a means of protection from 
the dense smoke. Tbls l:skliuo resp 
rator Is a little basket woven of twist 
ed strands of fine grass. It Is placed 
with Its shallow side against the 
mouth, and a wooden peg, which 
arises from tbe center of the basket 
It held between the teeth. For this 
purpose water U evaporated over a 
big fire lu a very low hut which Is 
tightly closed to keep in tbe bent In 
tbls stifling atmosphere the employ- 
ment of • respirator Is absolutely nec- 
essary.—London Olobe.
